fabric that that one might he restored. The two were companion car- 
pets in the famed niojique of the Sheikh Sefi at Ardebil in Persia, so 
that this one is as truly " the great mosque carpet of Ardebil " as is 
the other, and all that has been written in praise of that one— and it 
has bei'n much— has been praise too of the one we have lie re, since parts 
of this are there embodied. Both were produced when the art of rug 
making in Persia was at its highest, and were made by the same 
artist, our rug succeeding its comrade on the loom — doubtless by Court 
order— and being completed in the fourth year after its fellow was 
aceomplished. 

The pre-eminent importance of the Kensington rug and and of this 
its companion, in the world of carpets and of carpet weaving, lies in the 
incorporation of the date of making, and of the maker's name, in an 
inscription woven in the fabric near the time of it** completion, in eai'h 
case. (The location of the inscription, near the toji of the rug. marts 
its relation to the time of completion of the rug.) It is those inscrijt- 
tions which have enabled the confident ascription of dates, and the 
assured determination of certain styles of decoration as to periods, in 
other rugs. The two inscriptions open with the same declaration ttf 
piety, and give the same information of the worker's identity, differing 
in their statements of date, the Kensington carfwt carrying tlio date 
942 and this carpet the date 946, of the Jlegira— approximateIv 
A. I). 153.5 and A. D, 15.%. 

The carpet's compact pile is short ami firm and of dull luster, it-s 
ground color a rich and deep lajds-blue, a blue of a deep, clear sky, 
a« the devout artisan it.s nniker intended, varying gently too as the 
atmospheric blue differs with vague charm in its refractions. Over this 
an exquisite fiorai tracery runs, in softest old-rose, delicate turquoise, 
soft yellow and light fawn, interrupted at the center by a great medal- 
lion, which quartered supplied also the corner or angle motives of 
tlie field. The medallion at its eireuniference presents .sixteen minaret 
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points, from which spring as many cartouclies. Its ground ie a creamy 
fawn, on which the flowering vine scroll motive appears in dark and 
light blue, wine color, wliite and green. Of the sixteen cartouches the 
four at the cardinal jjoints are green, and between tiiese the three 
cartouches in each quarter are comprised of a ruby one lying Irctwcen 
two of ereamv fawn. Between two of the green cartouches and the 
upper and lower ends of tlie field, iu the midst of the tracery, appear 
two of the sacred mosque lamps, in similar chromatic sclieme to that 
of the tracery, but with the pale ro.se deepened to wine red. Of two 
original borders enihraeiiig the field one three inches wide is of soft 
crimson with a floral scroll decoration in soft harmonies, and one 
seven and one-half inches wide has a fawn ground and a decoration 
including the so-called cloud pattern, in a pronouiu'cd effect of the 
general color scheme of the fabric. 

Two added foreign borders, of Feraglmn weave, resemble the original 
carpet in no respect whatever, save in a far suggestion of general hue. 
On part of one aklc tlie wider of the original borders i.* wantnig, and 
in the substituted section the double border supplied becomes a 
triple one. 

The count of the knots shows from 380 to the square iiieh to 440 to 
the square inch, an average of 400, a finer knotting than that recorded 
of the Konsirif^ton fabric, which the Enfyclopedia Brittnnica gives as 
380. The inseription« occupy the same relative jMisition in the two 
rugs, at the head of the field. The size of the Kensington, which was 
the original size of this rug before its fraternal sacrifiro, is 34^ feet hy 
iri feet. 

Of that rug (J. OrifUn Lewis remarks (" Practical Bcmk of Oriental 
Bugs"), "It is a Persian masterpiece," adding the ob.'servation that 
if put up at aucticm to-day " it would bring doubtless nnniy times the 
amount paid for it at the time of its transfer to the South Kensington 
Museum." Walter A. Hawley in "Oriental Rugs" says: "To infer 
that at this [i(>riod (second quarter of the sixteenth century) there 
were many such carpets would be a mistake ; since this was doubtless 
woven by order of the Court and by one of the most skilled artisans, 
who may have made it the crowiiing labor of bis life. [We see by the 
date of the carpet in this collection tliat his crowning eifort was to 
come.] It indicates the highest technique acquired in the early part 
of the Safavian dynasty." W. Origgs in " .\sian Carpet Designs " 
isavs: "The grand carpet which had covere<l tbc floor i>f one of tfie 
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mosques for tiiree centuries was purchased by a traveler about ls;iO for 
£100, and was fiually acquired by the South Kensington Museum for 
many thousand. Tliis beautiful carpet measures 34 feet by 17 feet 
(i inches, and fontaiust 380 hand-tied knots to the square inch, which 
gives over 3:8, 500,000 knots to the whole carpet." 

Tije facts of the restoration of the Kensington rug were only made 
known as recently as 1910, in a catalogue of tlio Charles T. Yerkcs 
collection written for the American Art Association by John Kini- 
berly JIumford, author of " Oriental Rugs." The pubUcation dis- 
solved a " mystery " of innuendo wliich liad enslirouded the Kensing- 
ton rug for eighteen years, ever since its possession i)y tlie museum, 
ilr. Yorke.«= had acquired tJie de la Mar rug from the London pos- 
sessors of lioth rugs, and got it oidy on condition of its pertiiflnent 
removal from Knghnid. Cii|rtnin de hi Mar bouglit it at the Yerkes 
sale, and it ha« been in lits ]>os,*ession ever since. 

Prior to the appciirmice of the Yerkes rug it had always been sup- 
posed thai there had been but one great carpet in the Ard"el>il mosque, 
but it was known that the Kensington rug on its first Eurujicati 
appearance was not in the state of completeness in which the museum 
exhibited it; hence the fog of my.stification nlmit that musenm pos- 
session, even, as llr. Mumford did not hesitate to say, "furtive inti- 
mation of chicane." In liHcf, tiiat rug had been in tlie ownership of 
A'iiU'cnt Robinson & Company, of Wigmorc Street, Cavcndisfi Squfirc. 
from wliom it was acquired for the nmseuni at the suggestion of 
William Morris and a few associates who started a subscription for its 
purclia^e. That firm had learned, some years after its orij;inal pur- 
flmse of tiie rug. of the theretofore hidden existence of the companion 
carpet at Ardebil, had ijought it from the custodian, and from tiie 
companion had supplied the missing parts to the rug first. piirclin.<crl. 
On the exhiliition of the conit)]eted rug in U'igmore Street, in IK!»2, 
Edward Stebbing, junior partner of the firm, wrote the standard and 
glowing deseri])tion of it which is most quoted. But the details alwve 
recited did not become known. 

Speaking of the de la Mar carpet Mr, Mumford remarks: " In vii'w 
of what has been accomplislied, it is an open question whether the 
relic here displayed, robbed of its splendid Ijorders and begirt only 
l)y the coarse framing of a cheap Feraglian Kiinli'ih h'aJi, is* not, from 
the standpoint of historic nioment, as well as from that of shci'r 
sentiment, the more interesting fabric of the two," 
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It may he obstTVcd that Mr. Mumf<inl was (.■jiabk-d to make liis 
exjKwitioJ! of thL' truth almut tliu Anlubil rarijet^ from information 
conveyed to liini, nn he .says, "by tlic men, both tn Asia nixi Europe, 
in position to know most about it." It was only after several years, 
he goes on to say of tlie carfiet in the present eollectioii — si-veral years 
after the restoration of tlie Kensiiif{ton earpet — that the pre-^ent earpet 
we are iliseussing " was restorefl tt> anythinji like eomjik'teness by the 
addition of wliolly foreign aiul inferior border .<eetions, to take the 
phifi! of the nuK-ii ivicler one.s removed''; tuu] after that, tins earpet 
ivas sold on the condition of removal from Enjrland already mentioned. 
Before quitting his consideration of this " superl) residuum of an 
cxfraordinary sacrifice," Mr. Mumford <leclares: "Having in mind, 
jBirticuhtrly, the ground color modnhitions in .<ome of tlie cariouclies, 
I am convineed tiiat .Miik-iond was iiii even greater artist than Jlr. Steb- 
bing gives him eredit for being,"
